few days ago to the effect that youns 
Mr. Wentz had been found in the 
mountains in a demented condition by 
n laborer, and' delivered to the Wenlz 
agents, was only a small leak through 
a windins channel 
from the great 


ccean of facts that has been sent up 
for a fortnight, or even longer, some 
having been held from near the first of 
the search. 


The Wentz family and their attor- 


neys have, refused to cqmmit them- 
" selves to a statement"of~the facts/but 
when they are all known it will be dis- 
covered that Edward L. Wentz has 
been a free man for a fortnight, and 
that no ransom was paid for his re- 
turn. Through the long period of anx- 
iety on the part of the family through 
the greatest search which was conduct- 
ed in the mountains for the lost mi1- 
lionaire, and of which we have any rec- 


by J. F. Bullitt, chief attorney for the 
Wentzes, gathered about Fink, Fiuney 
and Richlands, Va., where there is a 
mountainous "corner of country, where 
the three states, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky, join. This place 
is near the terminus of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, and at the 
rorthern extreme of the Black moun- 
tains.

';y anarchists in a Spanish prison at 
Mont Juich, Barcelona, and that in the 
c\eut oi President Uiaz, of Mexico, 'at- 
tending the fair an attempt on his life 
would also be made. 


The information was brousht from 


Europe airect to Havana by a younri 
Halian newspaper correspondent, wiio 
served with the Cuban insurgents here. 
He was captured by Spanish troops and 
tent a prisoner to Spain prior to the 
outbreak of hostilities between the 
United States and Spain. He was con- 
f ned in Mont Juich Castle, Barcelona, 
v. here he overheard the plot. 
• 


Alter escaping from prison the cor- 


respondent returned to Cuba, being 
commissioned by a Paris newspaper to 
rpport the assembly which drafted the 
Cuban constitution now in effect. 


Upon his arrival here he presented 


I im&elf at the palace, seeking a private 
interview, and was referred to Major 
Casiaro, then at the head of the gov- 
ernment's secret service and the local 
police. He told the story of the Mont 
Jnich plot and offered, for a small con- 
sideration, to draw sketches 
of 
the 


anarchist plotters for the use of the 
AVashington secret service, so that pre- 
cautionary measures might be taken to 
safeguard the late president and other 
executives in reril. 


Instead of receiving thanks the cor- 


respondent was summarily' expelled 
irom Cuba aboard a vesel bound for 
"\ era^Cruz, Mexico. Meanwhile Major 
Casiaro sent communications to the 
Mexican authorities saying that he was 
n dangerous character who deserved to 
be watched. -& 


Shortly after reaching the City of 


Mexico the young Italian was arrested 
upon an evidently trumped-up charge 
of having attempted to steal some dia- 
monds from a wealthy Mexican. 
He 


vas forced to serve a long term in the 
penitentiary, in which he is still a 
rrisoner. 
. 


The party vouching for the truth of 


this story represented a leading New 
York newspaper as war correspondent 
in Cuba when the Italian journalist ar- 
rived here iu 1895. 
He went through 


the Spanish lines to join Garcia's pa- 
triot forces in the field beyond the 
trocha of Jucare-Meron, and was after- 
ward captured and 
court-martialed. 


While a prisoner in Cabana Castle. Ha- 
vana, awaiting trnsportation to Mont 
Juich'prison, the Italian • managed ' to 
steal the plans of all the Spanish forti- 
fications of this capital from Colonel 
Cage, the engineer in charge, and to 
smuggle them out to the New York 
Journal correspondent. The latter pre- 
fented them to the bureau of military 
information of the war department at
